DEDICATORY EVENTS ON SAT. 
HIGHLIGHT FESTIVAL WEEKEND

Traditionally, the City of Greenbelt throws a big 
party during the first weekend of June to mark the anni¬ 
versary of the incorporation of Greenbelt as a municipal¬ 
ity. On June 1, 1937 the town charter enacted by the Mary¬ 
land State Legislature went into effect, providing for the 
first council-manager type of government in Maryland's 
history. By the time the law was a year old and the first 
Charter Day had come, Greenbelt had 610 families and 2,300 
people. Today there are about 20,000 residents in 9,465 
housing units.

City taxes will increase 
nine cents for the fiscal year 
beginning on July 1, with 
another two cent increase 
expected in 1991. The $1.30 
tax rate, up from the cur¬ 
rent $1.21 rate, was set at 
a special meeting of the 
Greenbelt City Council on 
May 24 at which council 
adopted the city’s first two 
year budget. 

The budget adopted by council 
authorizes expenditures of $10.3 
million in the 1990/91 fiscal year 
(PY 91) and $11.2 million in 
FY 92. Two of the largest in¬ 
creases over the current budget 
are payments on the city's debt 
and the cost of a 25-year retire¬ 
ment plan for police officers. In 
addition, council agreed to cre¬ 
ate a new reserve fund, with 
revenue equivalent to one cent on 
the city's tax rate, to be used 
for future purchases of equip¬ 
ment for the Greenbelt Volun¬ 
teer Fire Department and Rescue 
Squad, when council determines 
other funding sources are in¬ 
sufficient. 

Adoption of the budget left sev¬ 
eral questions unanswered. One 
is the cost of the 25-year police 
pension program. The budget is 
based upon outdated estimates 
from the state retirement sys¬ 
tem. City Manager James K. 
Giese had expected to receive 
updated information during the 
budget review period but learned 
recently that the state would not 
release its study until the end 
of May. 

The other major question was 
what, if any, changes would be 
made to the city's refuse collec¬ 
tion and recycling procedures. 
Giese's budget was based upon 
a county-run recycling program 
in the city and related changes 
to the refuse collection program. 
However, if council decides to 
implement a city-run program, 
as recommended by the majority 
report from the recycling com¬ 
mittee, refuse collection fees 
could be changed, if necessary, 
at any time. If broader recycling 
efforts are made by the city 
involving citizens not receiving 
city refuse collection, such as 
the establishment of additional 
recycling centers, council will 
need to change the public works 
budget. 

The approved budget will also 
fund the hiring of three addi¬ 
tional police officers in the up¬ 
coming fiscal year, an informa¬ 
tion systems manager for the 
police department, who will free 
a police oilier for patrol work, 
along with four other full time 
and three part time positions. 
The additional police officers will 
allow creation of a drug enforce¬ 
ment unit. 

In FY 92, the opening of the 
indoor pool will require hiring 
of full and part time employees 
with hours equivalent to 11 full 
time staffers. Two additional 


parks employees will be hired to 
maintain Schrom Hills Park. 

At the May 15 public hearing, 
council received a number of let¬ 
ters supporting the city's thera¬ 
peutic supervisor's request for 
office help. Although this posi¬ 
tion was not funded in the bud¬ 
get, Giese said that county 
council member Richard Castaldi 
was confident that county Park 
and Planning assistance would 
provide for the needed help. 

Giese had originally proposed 
an 11 cent tax increase. However, 
he has since determined that ne¬ 
gotiations currently underway be¬ 
tween the city and the owner of 
Parcel 1, would likely result in 
a purchase agreement that could 
be financed without use of a 
mortgage loan. Reallocation of 
the funds originally dedicated to 
repayment of the mortgage, along 
with a $34,000 increase in the 
projected revenues from city rec¬ 
reation programs, permitted trim¬ 
ming the increase to nine cents, 
even after adding the one cent 
levy for the fire department. 

Citizen Responses 

At the public hearing, several 
citizens protested the tax hike. 
Albert Cousin ‘ pointed out that 
over the last ten years the city 


In fact, he won't be finishing 
out the year. Bill will be doing 
what he loves most, telling stor¬ 
ies at birthday parties and con¬ 
ventions and festivals; something 
he has been able to do only part 
time in the past.

He'll miss 
all that, he says, “but not ail 
that much." he hasn't officially 
resigned, but has told principal 
John Van Schoonhoven he won't 
be coming to work the last two 
weeks. Van Schoonhoven un¬ 
derstood, Mayhew says, “He 
thinks I'd be crazy to work." 
Mayhew is a little crazy. It's 
in his voice. Yesterday he went 
back to the Tobacco Shop. He 
bought $50 worth of dollar lot¬ 
tery tickets, took them to school 
and gave one to each of his fel- 


had greatly expanded both its 
tax base and its level of debt. 
While he said that he could sup¬ 
port a tax increase of three to 
five cents, he opposed “any sig¬ 
nificant" tax increase. 

Connie Davis said that she 
was “not pleased" by the pro¬ 
posed “hefty increase” in taxes, 
especially in view of what she 
saw as the city's expensive fu¬ 
ture obligations. She urged coun¬ 
cil to do whatever possible to 
reduce expenditures and “say no" 
to some of the people who come 
before council asking for assist¬ 
ance for what Davis saw as 
their hobbies. 

Leonie Penney also objected to 
the increase. She pointed out that 
because of assessment increases, 
the amount of dollars paid by 
some citizens in taxes will have 
increased by as much as 25% 
over two years. “That's not 
chickenfeed," she said. She urged 
council to make a distinction be¬ 
tween the needs of the city and 
the desires of “vocal small 
groups." 

Penney made several sugges¬ 
tions for reducing city expendi¬ 
tures including use of volunteer 
and temporary workers, increased

Next week City Council will be 
considering the expansion of the 
Public Works facility on a Ibk- 
acre site located at the end of 
Hamilton Place.

It 
belongs at the present Public 
Works facility located on the 
edge of town, where it is not 
obtrusive and where ample room 
currently exists.

Do It Right 

To the Editor: 

I have gone through a great 
deal of quiet anguish about the 
placement (for that matter, the 
very existence) of a new elemen¬ 
tary school at the North End 
site. Diane Oberg's article on May 
17 has forced me to speak out. 

A solid constituency has exist¬ 
ed since the concept of relocating 
Center School was raised that 
opposes the idea on financial, 
environmental, and aesthetic 
grounds. Much information was 
disseminated on the subject, in¬ 
cluding the matter of tree loss, 
environmental disruption, and the 
effect on quality of life on the 
North End neighborhoods. Des¬ 
pite information that was dis¬ 
tributed freely throughout Green¬ 
belt, the proposal to build a new 
school passed by approximately 
70 votes. OK, I accept that, it's 
the “American Way" and we 
can't always win these things. 

I can't help but wonder, how¬ 
ever, where all these people (who 
have only recently become aware 
that the development of the site 
is going to be painful) were 
when the referendum went be¬ 
fore the voters. If those who 
didn't vote, or who voted in favor 
of, placement of the school at 
North End, now realize that this 
project is going to disrupt their 
lives, I am trying really hard 
not to say, “We told you so." 

When the facts are delivered 
by. the opponents instead of the. 


proponents, they frequently are 
dismissed as “scare tactics." Such 
was the case with the proposed 
school: the issues of loss of green 
space, the need to build a storm¬ 
water pond, the fact that the 
parcel of land is too narrow to 
correctly serve as the site for 
a one-story building, the loss of 
play space and open land, and 
the still-unresolved issues of 
whether the City-County agree¬ 
ment to avoid further destruc¬ 
tion of green space will be en¬ 
forceable are issues that have 
been discussed for many months. 

Since the recent question seems 
to have become which neighbor¬ 
hood will be hurt more, I have 
to ask, why not take a step to 
diminish the encroachment to 
both sides? Why not build the 
school two stories tall? By what 
rule is a single story mandated? 
In nearly every school I ever 
attended, from elementary 
through graduate school, I was 
in a two-story (or higher) build¬ 
ing. I think that a two-story 
building would have more ad¬ 
vantages than disadvantages, es¬ 
pecially because yet more de¬ 
struction will occur because of 
the requirement for construction 
of a storm-water pond. 

Perhaps to re-draw the plan 
from one to two stories will delay 
the project. But better to delay 
little more and do it right 


I will lobby as hard as I can, 
with all groups in Greenbelt, en¬ 
vironmental, residential, and any 
others, who are willing to work 
for building this school two stor¬ 
ies tall.

The City Council has scheduled a public hearing for the 
purpose of hearing citizen comments concerning the fol¬ 
lowing matters: 

CAPITAL IMPROVEMENTS PROGRAM - Expenditures 
for capital projects are accounted for in five separate 
funds of the city. The Capital Improvements Fund II 
accounts for the expenditure of the $6,000,000 bond issue 
and other funds authorized to construct buildings, con¬ 
struct swimming pool facilities, and undertake parks 
acquisition and development. The Capital Improvements 
Fund III accounts for the $1,000,000 bond issue and other 
funds authorized for the development of Schrom Hills 
Park. The Capital Improvements Fund IV accounts for 
the $3,000,000 bond issue and other funds authorized for 
the rehabilitation of Greenbelt Center School as a com¬ 
munity center. The Capital Projects Fund accounts for 
funds appropriated in the General Fund for transfer to 
this fund and other funds for the undertaking of such 
capital projects as may be authorized by the Council. 
The Community Development Block Grant Fund accounts 
for Federal Community Development Block Grant Funds 
allocated to the city by Prince George’s County for the 
undertaking of various caoital projects. 
CONSTRUCTION OF STORAGE BUILDING AND 
STORAGE YARD - As an expenditure of the Capital Pro¬ 
jects Fund for fiscal year 1991, city staff has proposed 
the construction of a 60’x80’ premanufactured building 
to store items now stored at North End School. The 
building can be constructed in the vicinity of exist¬ 
ing Public Works facility at Attick Park or upon city 
property at the end of Hamilton Place adjacent to the 
GHI boat and trailer storage yard.

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Red Silt Pours into Lake 
During Weekend Rainstorm

Water heavily laden with silt poured into Greenbelt 
Lake from the Belle Point construction site during this 
rain-drenched weekend. The south forebay, which catches 
storm water prior to its entrance into the lake, was red 
with clay Tuesday afternoon. 


The site has two storm water 
ponds and a silt fence around the 
perimeter. 

A. number of times in the past 
months, storm water has breeched 
the barricade and streamed down 
St. James Place to its intersec¬ 
tion with Lakecrest Drive. To 
keep silt out of the forebay and 
lake during most rains, the city 
has blocked the street drains in 
the intersection. The strategy 
works unless the rain is heavy 
03 * extends over a long period of 
time, which it did this weekend. 
Then, the drains must be opened 
to release water that has col¬ 
lected in the intersection, Celia 
Wilson, the city’s Planning and 
Development Coordinator, ex¬ 
plained to the News Review late 
Tuesday. According to Wilson, 
the developers argue that a sys¬ 
tem to keep all water on site 
cannot be designed. In fact, Wil¬ 
son points out, “they are not 
expected to design a system to 
accommodate a heavy or extended 
rain fall. 1 ' Each time the water 
breeches “we have muddy water 
flowing into the lake,” she said. 
“We’ve had a number of meet¬ 
ings on site with the developer 
and the county which have re¬ 
sulted in corrective action being 
taken.” The county officials do 
what they feel is necessary, she 
added. 

The city’s construction inspec¬ 
tor Jim Sterling was on the site 
at 2 p.m. Tuesday. The city 
asked the contractor for more 
crushed stone at the top of the 
street and to reset the silt fences 
which were washed down in some 
spots.

automation and reducing the 
number of city vehicles. 

This suggestion was seconded 
by Keith Chernikoff, who sug¬ 
gested council conduct a detailed 
look at the city’s vehicle inven¬ 
tory. Mayor Gil Weidenfeld ex¬ 
plained that much of the increase 
in recent years has resulted from 
the decision a few years ago to 
provide each police officer, after 
completion of the required pro¬ 
bationary period, with a take 
home vehicle. This benefit, like 
the 25-year pension, was insti¬ 
tuted to reduce the number of 
city officers lost to other police 
forces offering better pay and 
benefits. 

The new budget provides for 
purchasing 10 police cars in FY 
91 and 12 in FY 92, along with 
a staff car for the recreation 
department (FY 91) and four 
wheel drive vehicles for the city’s 
construction inspector (FY 91) 
and for the Planning and Devel¬ 
opment Director (FY 92). 

Council increased the amount 
of contributions to recreational 
organizations such as bail teams, 
the Golden Age Club, the Green¬ 
belt Concert Band and the Green¬ 
belt Arts Center to cover each 
group’s full request. However, 
council members rejected the 
Arts Center’s request for a city 
match of the funds they raised 
for furnishing a future perma¬ 
nent performing arts facility. 


The construction superintend- 
ant, Mike Blasinsky, was on the 
site by 3 p.m. beginning the work 
the city had requested to stabil¬ 
ize the area breeched. The con¬ 
tractor had disrupted some as¬ 
pects of the storm water man¬ 
agement system when they put 
in concrete curbs and gutters 
and graded for the asphalt which 
would have been put down Sat¬ 
urday if it hadn’t rained, he said ; 
The forecast had called for show¬ 
ers only. Wednesday morning 
Blasinsky planned to have a crew 
on site to complete the clean up. 
The areas to be paved will need 
regrading, perhaps as early as 
Thursday, before the blacktop 


can be put down, he said. 

On Saturday a torrent of wa¬ 
ter washed out sections of two 
earth berms he had had con¬ 
structed to channel run-off to a 
makeshift pond at the head of 
St. James Pla^e behind a two- 
foot-high dam of crushed rock. 
The water washed away the rock 
at one end, carrying it down the 
street. A 96-inch water main lies 
beneath this area, effectively pre¬ 
venting placement of a storm 
water pond where one should be, 
Blasinsky said. 

Wilson is looking into whether 
the city has any recourse to the 
damage to the lake. She will talk 
with both the Storm Water 
Sediment Section of the Mary¬ 
land Department of the Environ¬ 
ment and Greenbelt’s attorney 
Robert Manzi to see what may 
be required in order to get re¬ 
mediation from the load of sedi¬ 
ment that has gone into Green¬ 
belt Lake. This project, said Wil¬ 
son, has caused more trouble 
than any other construction in 
the city both because of the de¬ 
sign—all of the site drains to 
one point—and the excessive 
rains this spring.

At its April 16 regular meet¬ 
ing, the Greenbelt City Council: 

—Authorized Mayor Gil Weid- 
enfeld to execute a memorandum 
of understanding with the Mary¬ 
land National Capital Park and 
Planning Commission providing 
that the commission will pay the 
city $1,250,478 when the Parcel 
1 condemnation proceedings are 
completed. In return, the city 
pledges to preserve as woodland 
that portion of the property pur¬ 
chased with these funds. The 
Open Space Grant was obtained 
with the assistance of County 
Executive Parris Glendening and 
the city's delegation to the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. 

—In response to an update 
from Gerald Madison on the 
problems residents of the 400 
block of Ridge Road are having 
with Multivision Cable, directed 
staff to contact the company. 
Madison complained about the 
inability of residents to get cred¬ 
its for periods of unsatisfactory 
service and the Multivisions in¬ 
troduction of a $1.45 monthly fee 
for the program guide. Madison 
called this new fee a “sneaky 
way” of raising rates. 

—Referred an inquiry from 
council member Joseph Isaacs to 
City Solicitor Robert Manzi for 
comment. Isaacs said he had re¬ 
ceived citizen complaints about 
unsolicited commercial notices 
being left on their doors. He said 
the residents were concerned 
that these notices served as no¬ 
tices to thieves when the resi¬ 
dents were away from home. 
Giese said that there is an ordi¬ 
nance forbidding distribution of 
these materials at homes where 
a “no trespassing,” “no adver¬ 
tisement” or “no peddlers” sign 
is posted. However, enforcement 
of this ordinance depends upon 
the citizen making a complaint. 

Giese cautioned that residents 
should make arrangements with 
neighbors to watch their homes 
when they are on travel, as it is 
unlikely that any city action 
could be completely effec¬ 
tive. He also noted that the first 
amendment may prevent restrict¬ 
ing some noncommercial mater¬ 
ials, such as the Greenbelt New* 
Review. Sheldon Goldberg urged 
council not to expand the ordi¬ 
nance in such a manner that
